DEATH OF D. W. MORROW 


No death of a man in public 
life, except that of the President, 
could have been a greater shock to 
the people of the United States, 
irrespective of party, than that of 
Senator Dwight W. Morrow of 
New Jersey, which occurred a few 
days ago. 

The suddenness of his death, 
which came while he was asleep 
after retiring in apparently good 
health, added to the shock felt bv 
his countrymen and by admirers 
throughout the civilized world. 

Mr, Morrow was 58 years of 
age, and had rendered many valu- 
able public the most con- 
spicuous of which was in the ea- 
pacity of ambassador to Mexico 
from 1927 to 1980. He is eredit- 
ed with doing more than any other 
man toward improving our rela- 
tions with that country. 

Last year he was elected to the 
United States Senate to fill an un- 
expired term and also for the full 
term beginning March 4, 1931,

He also served as delegate to the 
Pan-American conference of 1928 
and to the London Naval confer- 
ence of 1930.

the distinguished service medal 
“for exceptionally meritorious and

By 
many he was considered in line 
for the Republican Presidential 
nomination in 1086. He leaves a 
wife and four children, his daugh

FARMERS AND MACHINES 


By many the plight of agricul 
ture, as well as that of other basic 
industries, is blamed on the intro 
duction of machinery which has 
manual labor, At the 
present moment it seems that this 
indietment of the machine age is 
well founded, 

jut—without the aid of modern 
muchinery it is pertinent to inquire 
what would be the condition of 
civilization today, One recent stu 
dent of economics points out that 
if we were forced to return to the 
old hand methods of production, 
both in agriculture and industry, 
it would be impossible to have the 
tandards of living either in rural 
or urban, which exist at present. 

Before the age of machines daily 
living was in a primitive state. 
The obtaining of food, clothing and 
helter was about all anyone could 
hope for. There were little oppor- 
tunities for recreation, amusement 
or culture for the great mass of 
the people. There were no motion 
pictures, no automobiles, no radio, 
no electric conveniences, no Ilei- 
sure, 

Farmers of fifty years ago en- 
none of the eomforts and 
conveniences which the machine 
age has made possible for them. 
The back-breaking toil which far- 
mers of a past age experienced is 
unknown today. No longer do they 
cut wheat with a cradle or thresh 
it with a flail. They have been 
emancipated from most of the 
drudgery of former times. 

So, in spite of the complaints 
which we hear on every hand, it 
must be admitted that the farmer 
of the present is much better off 
than his father or grandfather ev- 
er was. Machines have been a 
blessing to the farmer, in spite of 
the temporary overproduction of 
crops which they have made pos- 
sible in recent years.

A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE GOVERNOR 


WHERBAS, the Legislature of 
Alabama at its last session ordered 
an election by the qualified elec. 
tors of the State of Alabama upon 
a certain proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama, which 
proposed amendment is herein set 
out, and ordered that the election 
be held on the Second Tuesday aft- 
er the expiration of three months 
from and after the final adjourn- 
ment of the regular session at 
which the sald amendment was 
proposed, and 

WHEREAS, as provided by Sece- 
tion 287 of the Constitution of Ala- 
bama, the Act proposing the amend- 
ment was not submitted for the ap- 
proval of the Governor but was 
valid upon its adoption by the Leg- 
islature without his approval, and 

Whereas, the Legislature ad- 
journed on Saturday the 25th day 
of July, 193 , and Tuesday, the 3rd 
day of November, 1931, is the sec- 
ond Tuesday after the expiration of 
three months from and after the 
final adjournment of the said Leg- 
lature at which tha amendment was 
proposed, and 

WHERBAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment jis required by law to 
be given by proclamation of the 
Governor: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, B. M. 
Miller, Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that “on Tues- 
day the 3rd day of November, 1931, 
an election will be held at the sey- 
eral polling places within the State 
of Alabama for the vote of the qual- 
ified electors of the State of Ala- 
bauma in the manner and form as 
required by law, upon the follow: 
ing amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama, viz:— 

“ARTICLE XX-B. Section 1. 
The State is authorized to en- 
gage in the construction, im- 
provement, repair and mainte- 
nance of public roads, highways 
and bridges in the State of Ala- 
bama. To this end and for these 
purposes, the State is authorized 
to appropriate funds and for con- 
structional purposes only the 
State is authorized also to issue 
and sell interest-bearing négoti- 
able State bonds in addition to 
those already authorized and sold 
under Article XX and XX-A, as 
amendments to the Constitution 
of 1901, in an amount not to ex- 
ceed the sum of twenty-five mil- 
lion dollars ($25,000,000.00), to be 
issued under such denominations, 
numbers and series, and maturing 
at such times as may be pro- 
vided by law, and all such bonds 
shall bear a rate of interest not 
greater than six per cent per an- 
num, payable semi-annually, and 
shal] be sold at a price not less 
than the par value thereof, 

Section 2. The State Highway 
Commission or Highway Depart- 
ment shall locate, construct and 
maintain highways, bridges and 
State trunk roads so as to con- 
nect each county seat with the 
county seat of the adjoining 
county by the most direct or 
most feasible route by a perma- 
nent road, having due regard for 
the public welfare, and shall con- 
nect the county seats of the sev- 
eral border counties at or near 
the state line with a public high. 
way in the border states. Pro- 
vided, that in counties which are 
divided into two or more judi- 
cial divisions in each of which 
regular terms of the circuit court 
are held, the places where sald 
terms of court are held, shall 
likewise be connected with each 
other, 

Section 3. The proceeds of 
said bonds shall be used for con- 
structing and/or surfacing of 
roads and constructing and/or 
repairing bridges, but not for 
maintenance or discharging of 
contract debts, liability or obliga. 
tions’ existing Jrior to the adop- | 
tion of this amendment. 

Section 4. Highteen million 
four hundred twenty-five thou- 
Sand dollars ($18,425,000.00) of 
the proceeds of said bonds shall 
be set aside by the Governor and 
apportioned in amounts of Two 
Hundred seventy-five thousand 
dollars ($275,000.00) to each of 
the respective counties of the 
State which must be expended 
by the State Highway Commis- 
sion or Highway Department in 
6ach of said counties for con- 
struction, which shall include 
hard surfacing, of existing and 
also new public roads and bridges 
therein. The remaining proceeds 
of said bonds shall be used for 
the construction, which shall in- 
clude surfacing, of existing, or 
new highways and constructing 
or repairing bridges in the State. 

Section 5. The proceeds of 
such bonds shall be kept sepa- 
rate and apart from all other 
funds and no part of the same 
shall ever be used in honoring a 
warrant not legally drawn against 
such proceeds. 

Section 6. There {s hereby le- 
vied and every distributor, retail 
dealer or storer shall pay an ex- 


cise tax of one cent per gallon 
upon the selling, distributing or 
withdrawing from storage sfor 
any use gasoline, provided, how- 
ever, that the excise tax is not 
levied upon the sale of gasoline 
in interstate commerce, and pro- 
vided further that where this ex 
cise tax shall have been paid by 
a distributor or by a retail dealer 
or storer such payment shall be 


sufficient, the intention being 
that this tax shall not be pald 
but once. The terms ‘distribu: 


tor’, ‘retail dealer’, ‘storer’, ‘sell: 
ing’, ‘distributing’, ‘withdrawing’ 
and ‘gasoline’ are used as the 
same are used In existing gaso- 
line excise tax laws of the State 
and shall be so construed, and 
all rights, duties, abilities, pen- 
alties, pawers and methods per- 
taining to the collection of gaso- 
line excise taxes under such 6x- 
isting laws of the State shall ap- 
ply to the collection, payment 
and accounting for the within 
excise tax, provided, the Legis- 
lature may limit, extend or fur- 
ther define the same. The ex- 
cise tax of one cent herein le- 
vied shall be in addition to the 
excise gasoline taxes provided by’ 
existing lawa of the State, but 
thi; section shall not be con- 
strued in any way as limiting 
the power of the Legislature to 
increase or decrease this or any 
other gasoline tax, ( 

Section 7. The one cent ex- 
clse tax hereinbefore levied shall 
be used first to create a sinking 
fund for the prompt and faithful 
payment of the principal and the 
interest on the bonds herein au- 
thorized, and, second, by the 
State for the construction, im- 
provement, repair and mainte. 
nance of public roads, highways 
and bridges of this State. 

Section 8. The bonds herein 
authorized when issued shall be 
a direct obligation of the State,’ 
and for the prompt and faithful 
payment of the principal and in-! 
terest thereon the full faith and! 
credit of the State is hereby ir-' 
revocably pledged and suchj 
bonds shall be exempt torever| 
from taxes of every kind. 

Section 9. The bonds herein 
authorized shall be issued and| 
sold in the same manner by ai 
Bond Commission as set forth, 
defined and prescribed in Article, 
5 of Chapter 32, Code of Ala-| 
bama, 1928. 

Section 10, That House Bill, 
No. 1204 by Mr. Tunstall, if and| 
when passed by both hcuses of 
the Legiglature of Alabama of!

the relief to which we are entitled. 

“The Federal Farm Loan Act 
makes provision for the advance- 
ment of $6,000,000 by the Treasury 
to Federal Land Banks te enable 
them to meet such conditions as 
exist today and to make operative 
the provision of the law which au- 
thorizes the Land Banks to grant 
extensions to borrowers for a peri- 
od of two years. The Treasury 
has never furnished these funds 
and the land banks are not in po- 
sition to grant necessary exten- 
sions for the reason that they must 
maintain solvent mortgages to se- 
cure the bonds with which funds 
are obtained to be loaned to far- 
mers. To meet this situation, I 
introduced a bill during the last 
session of Congress to require the 
Treasury to advance to each of 
the Federal Land Banks the sum 
of $6,000,000 to be added to their 
reserves and to be paid back over 
a period of years out of net earn- 
ings, the purpose being as express- 
ed in the Bill, to enable the land 
banks to grant extensions in cases 
where it was to the interest of the 
banks and borrowers to do so. The 
Administration, through Mr. Mel- 
lon and the Federal Farm Board, 
succeeded in deefating this legis- 


lation through their insistence that 
the land banks did not need such 
aid. It is gratifying to see that 


succeeded in defeating this legis- 
islation which it seems justifies the 
hope that we may able to secure 
its enactment during the next ses-
